GastoniafN. C.—The president 


of the United States and some 
100,000 of his fellow citizens are 
coming to a mountainside near 
here next October to celebrate 
the 150th anniversary of one of 
jthe most important conflicts 
I ever waged on North American. 
I soil. 
The occasion will be the ses- 


qui-centennial 
celebration 
of 


the Battle of King's Mountain, 
turning point of the latter part 
of the Revolutionary War, the 
beginning of the phase that fin- 
ally led to Cornwallis' surrender 
at Yorktown. Though it was an 
engagement of major importance 
in American history, not more 
than 2500 took part on both 
sides. 
President Hoover has assured 


the sponsors of the event that 
nothing short of a national em- 
ergency will prevent him fromi 
coming to King's Mountain to 
make the address of.the occa- 
sion. 
In coming here, he will, in 


reality, be coming home—in a 
way. 


Hoover's Ancestor a Pioneer 
His 
great-great-grandfather 


was a pioneer settler in the Tar 
Heel state. Andrew Hoover, an 
emigrant from Germany, mar- 
ried in Pennsylvania, reared a 
large family hi Maryland and 
then came to North Carolina, 
settling in what is now Randolph 
county.. A son, David Hoover, 
with a family of six children, la- 
ter moved westward into what 
is now Indiana, and it was 
thence that President Hoover's 
people found their way to Iowa, 
where the president was born. 


It is believed that one or more 


of old Andrew Hoover's sons 
themselves fought on the coloni- 
al side in the battle of King's 
Mountain. 


Extensive preparations are be- 


ing made for the celebration. 
Fully 100.000 visitors are expected 
to attend, and parking grounds, 
camp sites and so on are already 
being prepared. 


Scene Little Changed 


The scene of the battle looks 


very much the same today. On 
the rocky ridge of King's Moun- 
tain there are only a few monu- 
ments to mark the epochal con- 
flict. Standing on the battlefield, 
one sees a landscape that has 
been changed very little since 
the October day in 1780 when a 
handful of backwoodsmen de- 
feated a detachment of British 
regulars.

themselves behind 
trees and 


rocks and keeping up a destruc- 
tive, musketry fire. 


Colonel Ferguson fought a 


brave fight, going everywhere 
along the line of battle encour- 
aging his men. Finally, however, 
he fell dead, with eight bullets 
in his body, and shortly after- 
ward his contingent surrendered. 
Some 250 of the British were 
killed, as against 30 Americans. 
Not more than 900 men were en- 
gaged on the American side. 


Effect Far-Reaching 


The effect of the battle was 


far-reaching. Not only did it 
give the cause of independence 
a s|imulant that it needed very 
badly: it started Cornwallis on 
his disastrous rereat- to the 
north; he was defeated at Guil- 
ford Courthouse a little later, 
withdrew down to Charleston 
and finallv was driven into a 
corner at Yorktown and compel- 
led to surrender. 


Ferguson's grave, marked by a 


simple headstone, is on the bat- 
tlefield. It is covered with a heap 
of stones, an old tradition re- 
ouiring each visitor to add one 
to the heap. When the grave 
was opened, many years ago, the 
skeleton of "Virginia Sal" was 
found beside the .body of the 
dead officer. Her remains were 
given a new grave and Fergu- 
son's body was re-interred. 


The battleground, contrary to 


popular belief, is just south of 
the North Carolina line, in South 
Carolina. The field is owned by 
a D. A. R. chapter. A $35,000 
monument erected by the fed- 
ereal government was dedicated 
in 1909.

Manila (/Pf—Despite years of 


effort to better conditions, di- 
sease continues to sap the vital- 
ity of the Filipino race reducing 
both individual and national ca- 
pacity for work and production 
and keeping public health as the 
big problem of the islands. 


A survey just completed by the 


Philippine Anti-Tuberculosis So- 
ciety reveals the startling fact 
that approximately 2,000,000 per- 
sons, about one out of every six 
of the inhabitants, suffer from 
tuberculosis. 
In addition malaria, beriberi, 


dysentery, 
cholera. 
typhoid, 


pneumonia and smallpox take 
annual tolls of lives or leave 
their victims weakened burdens 
upon others. 


Despite all that has been writ- 


ten and said about it, leprosy is 
not much of a factor in the sit- 
uation. Its tradition from Bibli- 
cal times serves to attract more 
attention to its cases bu;t it is far 
below tuberculosis, beriberi and 
malaria both as to its number 
of deaths caused and its econo- 
mic dram on^the country. 


To the public health expert the 


deplorable part is that most of 
the afflictions are preventable, 
being due largely to faulty diet- 
ary and sanitary habits. But 


these habits are deeply rooted 
and difficult to change. 


The best that can be said is 


that after years, of public in- 
struction, the people at last are 
beginning to learn, although 
slowly, and are turning toward 
better ways. 


The story of tuberculosis has 


here the deep tragedy strain 
that usually accompanies that 
plague. It is' bound up in the avi- 
dity for knowledge that charac- 
terizes the1 Filipinos. 


Thousands of youths try to go 


through school 6n a shoestring.

COMMENCEMENT TIME. 


The time has come again when the communi- 


ty becomes patron to the high school graduate. 
We fear the people are too often slothful in re- 
sponding to the efforts of the school officials ^nd 
students to interest the community in their work. 


The high school, as well as the public schools 


as a whole, is a big invesment of the commun- 
ity's and is worthy of more time and attention 
from those who should be directly interested in 
it. The commencement week festivities should 
be patronized liberally and the peopple should 
enter into the activities with much zeal and 
pride. 


Interest and attendance at the high school can 


not be increased until the people have a higher 
regard for the benefits of the institution and in- 
spire their children to aspire to that period — 
such as the approaching one — which four years 
of work is crowned with a diploma. 


A UNIVERSITY OF CRIME. 


The Chicago police picked up a bomber the 


other -day. Lodged in his cell, the man proved 
willing to talk about his criminal career. He ad- 
mitted having been involved in many bomb- 
ings in Chicago; and when asked where he had 
learned how to use bombs, he made this signifi- 
cant remark: 


"In prison I met a bunch of safe blowers. They 


told me all about cooking dynamite to get the 
riitro out of it. I thought it would be great to be 
a safe blower, and I also heard there were plenty 
of chances for bombers in Chicago." 


The epenitentiory this man had been impris- 


oned in, before his plunge into the career of mak- 
ing and setting off "pineapples," was the Ohio 
penitentiary, whose miserable, antiquated in- 
adea.uacy has since been revealed to all the world 
by the fire that killed 320 of its inmates. 


There is food for a lot of thought in what that 


man said. 


Ohio's prison suffered from the same complaint 


that afflicts most American prisons; the state 
legislators -hated to spend any money on it, and 
an indifferent public was quite content to ac- 
quisce in that policy. Money spent on -prisons 
seeme'd to be money wasted, anyhow. Why put 
up the tax rate to..provide thieves, robbers and 
murderers with a comfortable place to sleep? 


The result was that Ohio's prison was jammed 


to the doors. It had nearly three times as many 
inmates as it should have had. They were lodged 
two and three to a cell. There was not nearly 
enough work to keep them busy. Hundreds of 
them were herded into the "idle house" each day 
and left to their ow'n devices. 


Inevitably, then, this penitentiary became a 


'veritable university in crime. This particular 
man went in for carrying concealed weapons. He 
came out a skilled safecacker and bomber. There 
must have been scores of cases like his. 


In this instance it was Chicago that reaped the 


evil fruit and not Ohio. But, Ohio has paid for 
it in other cases. The police of cities like Cleve- 
land, Cincinnati and Toledo have had plenty 'of 
trouble from men who were turned into con- 
firmed criminals by Ohio's penitentiary.

BE CALLED BY HOOVER 


TO CONSIDER TREATY 


Washington, -May ,23— (/P) — 


Prompt disposition of the Lon- 
don naval limitations agreement 
was assured today when Presi- 
dent Hoover gave notice that he 
would call a special session of 
the senate if the pact was not 
acted on before adjournment. 


The .special session suggestion 


appealed strongly to some sen- 
ate leaders and it was believed 
likely tonight the senate'would 
take up the pact under that pro- 
cedure. 


A report of the measure to-the 


senate by next week was pre- 
dicted by Senator William E. 
Borah of the foreign relations 
committee. Senator James E. 
Watson of Indiana, Republican 
leader; called a party conference 
for Monday when the senate will 
determine definitely its plan of 


disposing of the treaty and the 
rivers and harbors legislation. 


Six more naval leaders as- 


sailed the London .limitations 
agreement at the hearings of the 
foreign relations and naval com- 
mittees today and those con- 
ducting the examinations be- 
lieved hearings could be com- 
pleted by Wednesday. 


Senator Hiram Johnson (Re- 


publican, California) reiterated 
his plea that the treaty be de- 
ferred until next session "to give 
the America^ people; fend, the 
.senate full opportunity to un- 
derstand it,-" but!,"he said, he 
was ready to conclude the call- 
ing of experts probably next 
week.

Seeing the smoke was get- 
ting thicker and fearinp his end 
was near, he made a desperate 
effort and jumped through the 
plate glass window."

fire I once was fighting People 
were pouring from alTexfts of the 
house when a cry for help was 
heard from the fourth floor, A 
big, able-bodied man was yellin? 
at the top of h:s voice for. help, 
-but nobody was paying any at- 
tention to him. Another fireman 
and myself rushed upstairs to 
help him. 


••Reaching the' second floor we 


were met by two young fellow? 
carrying a trunk. Each one of 
them had a death grip on a 
handle of the thing and thev 
forced us back down the stairs 
and into the street. They didn't 
stop when- they reached the 
street however, but kept on run- 
ning down the street until they 
came to a telephone pole and as 
neither one of them would go 
around it £he trunk struck the 
pole so hard it knocked both the 
men over. 


"In the meantime while the 


man was still yelling for help two 
women calmly walked past'him, 
down the stairs and out into the 
street. 'We finally got the poor 
'fellow out to safety."
